Preserving Eggs 


Valuable Advice Furnished by a 
Government Expert 


Eggs can be preserved in dry salt, 
lime water or water glass. In order 
to secure satisfactory results eggs 
must be clean, but not washed, and 
absolutely fresh when put down. In 
preserving the object to be aimed at 
is to exclude air, so as to prevent eva- 
poration of the egg from _ outside 
seurces. Where eggs are put down 
in salt they should be set on.end and 
all 
covered 


packing should be so done that 
parts of each egg will be 
with salt. © . 

In preserving with water glass ten 
per cent. of .the water glass should 
be. mixed with pure water. and

DnulT aa SEALS 


A Western newspaper has the fol- 
lowing: 
pieces by the fisheries.department on 
the Sandheads, about halfway’ between 
Point Grey and the north light and 
two miles south of the Vancouver can- 
néry. These seals have been dining 
on salmon in the Fraser River for 
some two or three years, creating 
such a destructive effect on the fish- 
ing industry that the authorities found 
it necessary to take action to elimin- 
ate the pest if possible. 

A trial experiment was carried out 
successfully by Mr. J, McHugh, an 
engineer of the fisheries branch of 
the department of naval service. Four- 
teen mines containing two hundred 
pounds of explosives were laid in a 
sort of egg-shaped pattern, with a row 
down the centre right on the ridge of 
the bar and.two curying rows on the 
outer sides. Hach mine consisted of a 
coal oil can with explosive in the bot- 
tom, dynamite and forcite gelatine, 
packed tight in sand and with a sand 
cushion on top, above that a quantity 
of shrapnel, then another sand cush- 
ion, tar paper and the top sealed with 
tar, out of. which rose the wires from 
the primer or exploding charge in the | 
centre of the explosive. 

These wires were all connected with | 
the main lead wires, which were half 
a mile long, necessitating in all 37 
separate connections. The mines were 
buried eight inches below the surface, 
and the lead wires were also buried, 
& buoy about. half a mile from the 
mines marking the point at which 
later the boat took them up and con- | 
nected with the battery.
